Program Urged 


Selling Peninsula 
Termed "B ig Job" 


Creation of an industrial divis­ 
ion in the Upper Peninsula De­ 
velopment Bureau with a full­ 
time contact m an to cite indus­ 
trial advantages and possibilities 
in Upper Michigan was urged in 
a talk here this morning by Don 
Weeks, executive director of the 
Michigan 
State 
Department 
of 
Economic development. 
Weeks, who was 
speaking 
to 
members of the Michigan Muni­ 
cipal League, told city officials 
that selling their cities or area to 
industrial concerns was as much 
a part of their job as administra­ 
tion. 
Tells Escanaba’s Success 
Cooperation by all cities in Up­ 
per Michigan in selling the area 
to industrial concerns was urged 
by the executive director. Esca­ 
naba, he told 
league 
members, 
has done one of the most rem ark­ 
able industrial development jobs 
in the entire mid-west. 
“Growing industry from your 
own soil, so to speak, is also an 
important part of the job of in­ 
dustrial development, and is bet­ 
ter than attracting industry from 
the outside,” Weeks advised. 
In concluding, Weeks informed 
league members that 
the

commerce 
play a big part in aiding the de­ 
partment of 
economic 
develop­ 
ment.

that 
without welfare assistance, “peo­ 
ple would get along anyw ay” are 
without substance. 
Reviews Bureau’s Work 
George Bishop, secretary of the 
Upper Peninsula development bu­ 
reau, spoke this morning on pro­ 
jects of the bureau and its history 
in the past 39 years. 
Erminio Raffin, mayor of Iron 
Mountain who presided at the con­ 
cluding session today, led off the 
question and answer period with 
a querry on the extent to which 
cities should subsidize in attract- 
Jing new industries. 
“Nothing has happened which 
should discourage 
communities 
from making sound, business in­ 
ducements which are required in 
getting industries located in their 
area,” Don Weeks answered. 
The economic development de­ 
partment, he said, does not en­ 
courage cities to 
make 
induce­ 
ments, but when communities are 
competing for 
industries, 
it 
is 
sometimes necessary. 
Other topics discussed were de­ 
velopments in imposing equitable 
taxes in the mining country on 
companies holding mineral rights 
on lands which they do not own, 
difficulties encountered in the iron 
and copper country 
in 
getting 
mining company land for indus­ 
trial developments, and the use 
by cities of a state law which en­ 
ables them to use tax funds for 
advertising in an effort 
to 
de­ 
velop the economy in their area. 
Sam Stephenson, Sault Ste Ma­ 
rie assessor, asked the municipal 
league to study the effect of the 
anticipated lowering of tariffs on 
leather goods, in Upper Michigan.

Paper Prices Begin 
To Crawl Upward 


Paper prices, after many months 
of stability, are on the upgrade. 
So far, the movement 
is 
taking 
place 
largely 
in 
the 
so-called 
printing grades. 
Magazine 
publishers, 
vvho’ve 
just got 
through 
telling 
paper 
manufacturers that prices are al­ 
ready too high, are getting word 
that they’ll be paying still more— 
about 3 % — for m any types begin­ 
ning next month. 
Book publish­ 
ers are sim ilarly affected. 
Newsprint, tile stuff on which 
newspapers are printed, has not 
been caught in the upward price 
movement— touched off by higher 
third quarter quotations for pap- 
ermaking 
woodpulp. 
But news­ 
paper owners might note that so­ 
called “ novel news” — a grade of 
paper which is almost identical 
w ith newsprint— has been jacked 
up an 
average 
of 
nearly 
5%. 
“ Novel news” is used largely in 
comic books and 
other 
“ pulp” 
periodicals. 
Writing Paper, Too 
(Supplies of newsprint are be­ 
ing used up faster than they can 
be replenished by mill shipments, 
the American 
Newspaper 
Pub­ 
lishers Association told Congress 
recently.) 
The higher prices are spreading 
into writing paper lines. 
These 
cover a wide range— from desk 
stationery to typew riter paper to 
ledger grades. 
W riting paper boosts of about 
3 % have been announced so far 
only by a few smaller mills. But 
Ham m erm ill Paper 
Co., 
a 
big 
w riting paper maker, 
is 
under­ 
stood to be considering increases. 
Lik e Hammermill, many other 
manufacturers are still weighing 
price increases. 
Bu t wholesalers 
generally expressed the view that 
most w ill go along with the trend: 
book and writing papers account 
for about 3 million tons of IT. S. 
production of 22 m illion tons of 
paper and paperboard. 
Will Kraft Go Along? 
Whether 
other 
big 
tonnage 
items— like kraft paper (used for 
bags and wrapping) and various 
types of paperboard— w ill climb 
on the price elevator was about 
anybody’s guess, it seemed 
yes­ 
terday. 
“ W e look for 
price 
increases 
right down the line in about all 


paper items,” said a big whole­ 
saler. 
A major manufacturer of kraft 
paper and board was not so sure. 
“ W e’ve got higher price factors 
just as have the printing paper 
makers,” 
he 
agreed. 
He 
listed 
these as wage hikes, 
about 
5 % , 
and higher costs for some chem­ 
icals as well as for pulp. 
Wood 
pulp prices have been generally 
hiked 5 % to 8 % in the third quar­ 
ter and premium prices in excess 
of these are being paid. 
B u t this 
m anufacturer 
added: 
“ Competition is 
pretty 
stiff 
in 
m any grades of 
bags 
and 
such 
lines as paperboard shipping con­ 
tainers — and 
it’s

question 
whether the market 
can

higher prices.”

stated:

don’t hit the packaging industry 
generally as hard as the printing ■ 
paper makers.”

15% to 20%', of pulp consumed in 
the U .S. is sold in the open mar­ 
ket. 
The increases in book and w rit­ 
ing papers were putting the heav­

wholesalers. 
They must translate the price in­ 
creases passed on by the mills in- ' 
to w hat they mean in terms of

one big New York C ity wholesal- ' 
cr: “ W e’re going crazy trying to 
figure out our new price lists— 
and the new prices are still com­ 
ing in.” 
Protests and Warning 
The

magazine 
paper 
prices come in the face of a warn­ 
ing by the paper committee of the 
National Association of Magazine 
Publishers that paper costs are al­ 
ready too burdensome. 
The com­ 
mittee said that six of 35 maga­ 
zine publishers operated at a loss 
in 1949 and, it declared: “ Paper 
cost, the largest single cost item 
for the average 
magazine 
pub­ 
lisher, was 21% of 
revenue 
in 
1935-39, but in 1949 it grew to I 
26% of gross revenue.”

The best w a y yet dev ised to get 
rid of the fly is to exterm in ate

should be scattered on the fields 
w h ere it does the most good. 
D raining of low, w et 
places is 
im portant. Flies don’t breed w here 
it is dry. Screens should be used 
on the dairy barn to keep

out. S creens on the

are a necessity.

Settles Battle 


O f The Brassiere 


D EN V ER — (ZP) — There w as a 
F rench predecessor to a H olly­ 
wood m ad e uplift type brassiere 
and as a resu lt the Hollywood p a t­ 
ent is invalid, the 10th U. S. cir­ 
cuit co u rt of appeals ruled y ester­ 
day. 
T he decision voided a patent in­ 
fringem ent 
suit 
against 
Tulsa, 
Okla., firm s for selling a b ra s­ 
siere k n o w n as the “Q ucst-shon” 
or “S pin T o p ” brassiere. 
J u d g e A lfred P. Murrains op in ­ 
ion, concurred in by two other 
judges, noted: 
It is n o t clear w hether this p a r­ 
ticular brassiere created the sty ­ 
lish tren d in 
accentuated 
b reast 
contours or w hether its success 
was m erely attributable to a bold­ 
er era. 
“ B ut in any event, we are con­ 
vinced that, w hen the patent in 
suit is 
considered 
against 
the 
background of the prior 
art, 
it 
am ounts to no m ore than the sk ill­ 
ful a rran g e m e n t of elements 
or 
features well know n to the crow d­ 
ed arts.” 
The opinion said the Hollywood 
firm contended its product “con­ 
verted th e brassiere from a m ere 
retainer to a garm ent of fashion.” 
M u rra h affirm ed the lower r u l­ 
ing that a F rench patent granted 
in 1926 in P aris 
contained 
the 
same features as the Hollywood 
patent. T h e “salient and p aten t- 
able” featu res w ere listed as sp i­ 
ral stitching for reinforcem ent, a 
trian g u lar insert 
“to 
give 
the 
ab ru p t rise ” and an elastic b rid g ­ 
ing cen ter piece. 
The c o u rt said the brazziere sold

A compromise w ill have to be 
approved by both Houses before 
the legislation goes to President 
Truman. 
Before passing the measure, the 
House heard some of its members 
voice opposition. 
A few law m ak­ 
ers expressed repugnance at the 
thought that the aliens might be 
sought as spies for this country; 
others voiced fear that they might 
spy for Russia. 
Presumably, those enlisted un­ 
der the bill would 
be 
refugees 
from Iron Curtain countries. 
The House wrote into the Sen­ 
ate bill a requirement that the 
aliens shall serve in established 
units with citizen soldiers and not 
in separate organizations.

In U. S. Slumps

W A S H IN G T O N — (ZP)— A m eri­ 
cans spent less on liquor in 1949 
than in any year since 1944, the 
commerce department 
reported 
today. It was the second straight 
year in which they cut down. 
The total 1949 outlay was es­ 
timated bv the department 
at 
$8,550,000,000, a drop of $250,000,- 
000 from 1948 and 
$1,090,000,000 
below the postwar peak of $9,- 
640,000,000 set in 1947. 
It averaged out to about $57.50 
for each man, woman and child in 
the population— or nearly $90 for 
each person over 21 years old. In 
1948, tho general 
average 
was 
$60, the over-21 average $93. 
The “ hard liquor” class, distil­ 
led spirits, accounted for the cut­ 
back in spending last year. Out­ 
lays fell to $3,650,000,000 in 1949 
from $3,900,000,000 in 1948. 
Beer outlays dipped $10,000,000 
for the second consecutive year 
to a $4,435,000,000 total in 1949, 
but spending on wine rose an off­ 
setting $10,000,000 to a $465,000,- 
000 total. 
More than a third of the total 
amount spent on alcoholic bever­ 
ages went for taxes. The federal, 
state 
and 
local 
governments 
picked up almost 
$3,000,000,000 
revenue from this 
source.

federal government alone took til
